GIVEN A SHOWER 


Battling his way over a wildness of 
ice, across bottomless crevasses and 
along rocky ledges at the very edge 
of in Unity, to three miles above sea- 
level, Francis W. Kent, of 42 Waters- 
ton Road, Newton, Mass., reached the 
summit of Mount Rainier, 14,408 feet 
high, in Rainier National Park, a few 
days ago. 

Rainier is the third tallest peak in 
the United States, but though Mount 
Whitney in California and Mount El- 
bert in Colorado exceed it in height 
by a few feet, neither approach it in 
difficulty of ascent. Rainier is rated 
as one of the most difficult mountains 
in the world to scale and prospective 
climbers are submitted to a thorough 
scrutiny before permission to attempt 
the ascent is given. 

The start of the long trip was made 
from Paradise Inn, 5,557 feet above 
sea-level, at 1:45 in the afternoon, and 
Camp Muir, the stone shelter cabins 
at the half-way point at the 10,000-4’oot 
elevation, was reached shortly after 
6 P. M. Here the party rested until a 
little before 3 the next morning, when 
the drive for the summit was begun. 
After a gruelling pull, first in the 
eerie moonlight and later in the rising 
sun, the party attained the crater in 
the summit of the mountain at about 
8:30 A. M. An indication of the dif- 
ficulty of the climb may be gained 
from the fact that as the party neared 
the summit, only 20 or 30 steps could 
be taken between rests. They were 
forced to rest standing, as reclining 
in the snow and rising again would 
consume too much energy. 

Half an hour was spent in the fan- 
tastic steam caves in the crater of the 
extinct volcano before the descent was 
begun. Paradise Valley was again 
reached shortly before 3 in the after- 
noon. 

Mr. Kent had as his guide, Stuart 
Twiss, an experienced member of the 
Rainier Naional Park guide service.

I’OMCB NEWS 

Martin Englo of Dorchester, wan in 
court Monday morning, charged with 
driving an automobile "wutlol.”

According to the police, Martin Bo- 
zok of 204 Concord Htreot, Lower Falls, 
is a nervy individual. Despite the fact 
that Martin lives Just across the street 
from Serg. Joe Beaver, the latter sus- 
pected that, his neighbor was selling 
“hard likker.” It is a difficult matter, 
ordinarily to obtain evidence against 
persons violating the prohibition laws. 
Certain people in this city and else- 
where, severely condemn the police 
for resorting to strategy to catch ven- 
dors of hooch.

NEWTON 


The Central Railway Signal Com 
pany, of which concern Mr. Louis H 
Ross of 414 Walnut street, is President, 
is occupying its new office building at 
272 Centre street, Newton.

ABOUT TOWN 


Advertisement in “Town Crier” last 
week: — “FOR SALE: Newfoundland 
Dog — 2 ft., 7 in. high. 3 ft., 8 in. long. 
Age 16 months, good watch dog.” 
This ad did not give the width of the 
dog, but perhaps the above dimensions 
are enough to determine whether, or 
not, the canine will fit your doghouse. 

The flies arrived in force this week. 
Whatever the reason is, there are more 
flies around than have been seen or 
felt in Newton for many moons. Even 
in well screened houses they have flit- 
tered. They seem to take particular 
delight in taking a stroll on persons on 
such “dog days” as we had this week. 
If you can’t prevent these winged ter- 
rors from entering your homes, swat 
them, but don’t swear at them. 

Most habits are hard to break. A 
habit characteristic of Newton resi- 
dents is that of going to Boston to buy 
almost everything they need in the line 
of personal and household - wants. In 
the past this may have been, to a con- 
siderable degree, necessary, but today, 
even though persons living in this city 
can have their wants filled, in large 
part by local merchants, they still per- 
sist in doing their buying in Boston. 
Traffic has become so congested in the 
retail district of Boston, that it is a 
physical and nervous strain to shop in 
the big city. 

As an illustration of the improved 
facilities which should lead persons to 
Trade in Newton, may be cited the 
Fox Furniture Company. This concern, 
which was started in this city 30 years 
ago, grew rapidly, and today it is the 
largest retail furniture establishment 
in Greater Boston, and one of the larg- 
est in New England. It has two stores 
in this city, at Newton Corner and No- 
nantum. Its store at Newton occupies 
practically the entire building at the 
corner of Centre and Jefferson streets 
and contains a collection of household 
furniture equalled by few establish- 
ments of its kind in Boston. Newton- 
ians. who believe that it is necessary 
to go intown to obtain furniture of 
quality in keeping with the beautiful 
homes characteristic of this city, 
should visit this local establishment. 
They will be agreeably surprised. 


The division of Newton into two rep- 
resentative districts, and the increase 
of the number of representatives from 
this city to tho Legislature, is another 
indication that this burg is becoming 
more populous. 


The majority of the men holding 
supervisory positions in the postal 
service are capable ahd honorable, and 
not of the type just referred too. Many 
of them, however, had to swallow 
their pride, and obtain a “pull,” be- 
fore they received the preferment to 
which they were justly entitled. 

We had not been long in this branch 
of government activity, before our il- 
lusions regarding the “merit system’’ 
began to be dispelled. While it was ] 
true that one had to take an examina- | 
tion and obtain a required rating to be 
appointed to the service (unless one 
had an unusual “pull,’’) all too many 
advancements in the service ' were 
determined not by merit, not by senior- 
ity. but by political influence. This 
held true regardless of which political 
party was in power. -It was true, and 
is true, that many of the employees 
advanced were qualified and deserving, 
but it was true, and is true that a 
large percentage of those promoted to I 
better positions and larger salaries { 
were men of inferior ability; but, whos I 
. possessed of wheedling personalities, 1 
ingratiated themselves into the good 
graces of those politically powerful. 

Men of character will not, ordinarily, 
resort to sycophantic methods to pro- 
cure advancement. They will not fawn 
upon politicians, nor importune men 
of influence, in order that they may get 
ahead of others more capable and more 
entitled to promotion. Neither will 
they throw the “bunk” that they pos- 
sess considerable influence in their re- 
spective communities, and therefore 
can influence many votes on election 
days. It is rather difficult to under- 
stand how men of prominence in public 
life can be hoodwinked into believing 
the blarney of nonentities seeking 
plums in various branches of govern- 
ment service. Individuals, who are any- 
thing but popular in their neighbor- 
hoods, who control no votes outside of 
their immediate families, have times 
innumerable secured appreciable as- 
sistance from astute politicians on the 
supposition that they are factors to be 
reckoned with. 

The morale of the postal service, and 
other branches of government activity 
has not been bettered, neither has the 
efficiency in departments been im- 
proved by the practice of having “po- 
litical pull” prevail where the “merit 
system" is supposed to be in force. 
Men in political life would gain rather 
than lose votes if “wire pulling” in 
civil service were abolished. For, un- 
der such a practice, for each successful 
“wire puller.” there are a number of 
unsuccessful ones. And those disap- [ 
pointed, are, as a rule, not boosters for 
the dispensers of patronage. 


We were present the other day at a 
club meeting at which a speaker, prom- 
inent politically, told of the demands 
made by persons seeking “political 
drag.” He related instances where in- 
dividuals who had taken the examina- 
tion for appointment to the postofflee 
service,, and who had obtained low 
marks, sent friends to him who sought 
to have their proteges jumped over 
hundreds of aspirants who had ob- 
tained better ratings. He also told of 
one modest person who announced that 
he intended to take an examination for 
a certain government position, and 
who requested that the examining 
board at Washington be notified, so 
that his marks would be given a high 
rating when his examination papers 
would arrive at Civil Service headquar- 
ters at the national capitol. He said 
that these seekers after special favors 
were quite indignant, when informed 
that their demands could not he 
granted.” 

The importunities of these seekers 
after political preferment, seemed 
quite ridiculous to most of those who 
heard them related, hut to us, who had 
spent many years in the postal service, 
they caused no surprise. Many years 
ago, when we attended the schools in 
this city, the histories then in use, de- 
voted considerable space to tho great 
icomplishment of President Grover 
leveland, — Civil Service Reform. Ac- 
ording to the school hooks, Mr. Cleve- 
land had succeeded in freeiug this 
country, to a large degree from tho 
evil of political patronage, and replac- 
ing it with tho "Merit System.” And 
bo. in our youthful credulity, not hav- 
ing relatives or friends to advise us. 
we swallowed— “hook, sinker and 
bait,” all the glowing accounts of the 
Merit System," and when we reuched 
the required age, 18, took the examina- 
tion for the postal service, passed, and 
received au appointment i 


HOLLIS TO RUN AGAIN 

Arthur W. Hollis, representative to 
the legislature from Newton, will be 
a candidate for another term. Mr. 
Hollis, who was formerly a member of 
the Newton aldermen, and president of 
that body, has served two years as one 
of the three representatives from New 
ton. Under the new re-districting 
plan, this city will be divided into two 
districts, with two representatives 
from each district.

EDITORIALS 


The action of the Middlesex County 
commissioners in increasing the num- 
ber of representatives in the Massa- 
chusetts House from this city from 
three to four is most gratifying, par- 
ticularly as the Commission had but 
four new representatives to place in 
the entire County. The new districts 
practically divide the city into the 
north side and the south side, and 
with all three of our present repre- 
sentatives candidates for renomina- 
tion. will result in the fourth candi- 
dates coming from the north side of 
the city. In this connection it is re- 
gretable that the fourth place cannot 
be given to former representative Ber- 
nard Early but the constitution re- 
quires the representatives to be resi- 
dents of the districts they represent 
and Mr. Early unfortunately resides 
in the new 5th district and it a candi- 


date, would have to oppose the two 
sitting members from that district. 

President Coolidge is right when he 
says that many American tourists in 
France invite trouble by their bump- 
tious conduct. But, according to re- 
liable informants, many of the affronts 
offered American tourists recently by 
the French' were unprovoked. Ameri- 
can tourists spend many millions of 
dollars in France yearly. If the 
French, by their conduct, discourage 
Americans from visiting that country, 
they will be “killing the goose that 
lays the golden eggs.” 

Some of the cut-price stores are ad- 
vertising “cut outs” for Fords. The 
ads state that these cut-outs will give 
more power and pep to the automo- 
biles. They do not state that using cut- 
outs Is a violation of the law. Many 
drivers of automobiles, more particu- 
larly drivers of heavy trucks, are mak- 
ing a practice of using cut-outs, to the 
detriment of most persons* nerves. The 
law against doing this should he en- 
forced. and the offenders arrested.

No discussion of the proper take-out 
of partner's no-trump is complete with- 
out an analysis of the take-out based on 
distribution. Very frequently you will 
hold a hand containing good cards and 
good help for a no-trump bid, but also a 
singleton or void suit which makes the 
no-truinp bid a doubtful proposition. 
With this type of hand try to find the 
suit bid that best fits the combined 
hands of yourself and your partner. For 
example, suppose your partner bids no- 
trump, second hand passes, and you 
hold the following hand: 


Hearts — A, K, 7, 6 
Clubs — A, J, 9, 8,2 
Diamonds — 4 
Spades — 9, 7, 5 

With this hand you should bid two 
hearts and if your partner bids two no- 
trump, bid three clubs. It is a strong 
hand and ought to make game at either 
hearts or clubs. On the other hand the 
opponents may make a five card dia- 
mond or spade suit against no-trump 
and so save game. 

The hands of all four players were as 
follows: 


Hearts — J, 5, 2 
Clubs — K, 7 
Diamonds — A, 10, 8, 5, 3 
Spades — 8, 4, 2

Z bid one no-trump and A passed. If Y 
passes, B will pass and A will open the 
five of diamonds, thus making five 
diamond tricks and saving game. If Y 
bids two hearts, he will make a small 
slam, quite a difference. The distribu- 
tion of a hand will frequently warrant 
a take-out with a minor suit. For ex- 
ample, if partner bids one no-trump and 
second hand passes, bid two clubs with 
the following hand : 

Hearts — 6, 5 
Clubs — A, Q, 10, 9, 7,3 
Diamonds — A, J, 9, 5 
Spades — 7 

This hand is good for five odd in clubs 
and only two odd in no-trump. Always 
take out with any seven or more card 
minor suit irrespective of the distribu- 
tion. With hands divided 6-4-2-1 or 
6-3-3-1 or 4-4-4- 1 or 5-4-4, try to figure 
out a wav to play the hand at a suit bid 
rather than no-trump. Hands of this 
type seldom go game at no-trump and 
represent the typical distribution take- 
outs. 

The following hands were given as 
problems in the preceding article with 
the understanding that partner has bid 
no-trump and second hand has passed :

Hearts — 10, 8, 2 
Clubs — 7, 5

Hearts are trumps and Z is in the 
lead. How can YZ win five of the eight 
tricks against any defense t Z should 
lead the king of hearts. On thistrick A 
and B must decide which one is to be 
in the lead at trick three so B should 
play the eight of hearts. Z should then 
lead the ja< k of hearts and discard the 
eight of clubs from Y’s hand. Either A 
or B may take the head at the third 
trick. Suppose B plays the nine of 
hearts at trick two. Then Z plays the 
trey of hearts and A wins the trick with 
the seven of hearts. Y should now dis- 
card the seven of diamonds. A cannot 
lead spades for if he does, Z will make 
three tricks so he must lead a dub. If 
he leads the king, Y should play the 
jack. If he leads a low club, Y snould 
play the jack and lead back the queen. 
If A takes that trick, he caunot force 
Y in the lead for Y has the deuce of 


its political bosses as a routine matter 
and we understand that any one who 
presumes to be a candidate without 
boss approval Is always among the 
“also rans.” 

We, in Massachusetts know hardly 
anything of the strength of political 
organizations In other states, particu- 
larly the way candidates are selected, 
not by the people, but by political 
committees and oft times by only the 
chairman of such committees. Hold- 
ing office by virtue, therefor of politi- 
cal leaders, is it any wonder that the 
elected officials are subservient to 
such leaders and become mere auto- 
matons of political machines. 

With all its manifest faults, we be- 
lieve better results are secured by the 
political methods In vogue in Massa- 
chusetts.

DISCUSS ZONING PROBLEMS 

Aldermen at Special Meeting Hear Residents of Newton 
Centre on Proposed Changes 


The matter of changing land on 
Halcyon, Oxford and Athelstane 
roads, I’aul and Parker streets from 
general and private residence zones 
to single residence zones, was dis- 
cussed at the special meeting of the 
aldermen Monday night. Chairman 
Madden of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee stated that in this district are 
47 one family houses and 7 two- 
family houses. In the past two years 
22 new one family houses have been 
built, including all those on Halcyon 
road. The Paul property, which lies 
between the territory in question and 
Centre street, is restricted «to one- 
family houses. Mr. Madden said his 
committee favored the change, tak- 
ing the attitude that the home own- 
ers, who constitute the petitioners, 
are more entitled to protection than 
one real estate speculator who comes 
from outside this city, and who wants 
to erect a large number of two-family 
Tiouses up against high class single 
family residences. Mr. Madden ex- 
plained that the committee wished to 
be fair, so that it had recommended 
that part of the district near Clark 
street be allowed to remani open to 
two-i’amily houses, as there are al- 
ready two houses of this type on 
Clark street. This plan, he thought, 
street be allowed to remain open to 
would give a square deal to Mr 
houses. 

Alderman Collins said, ‘‘It is not 
right to take property rights away 
from a man even if he is a speculator. 
Did the committee consider that the 
balance of Athelstane road will be 
suitable for single residences, now 
that a number of two-family houses 
have been erected on this road?” Al- 
derman Madden answered that the 
committee had asked property own 
ers on Halcyon road if they thought 
that the balance of Athelstane road 
can be sold for single residences, and 
that affirmative answers had been giv- 
en. Alderman Noone remarked that 
in carrying out the policy to protect 
home owners, we are denying the right 
to build to a class who are equally en-

titled to consideration. He told of 
visiting Athelstane road and being 
favorably impressed with the high 
type of two family houses which have 
been erected there. The lots on 
which they stand are large and the 
Hingle houses on Halcyon road do not 
compare with them. He criticized 
persons living in two-family houses 
on Clark and Parker streets for pe- 
titioning against two family houses on 
Athelstane road, asserted that the 
zoning law might, as woll be abol- 
ished if we are going to zone the city 
like a patch work quilt, and that the 
petition for the change of zoning in 
‘his section is an attempt at class 
legislation. 

Alderman O’Connell said, “Those 
who built the new houses on Halcyon 
road in the last two years knew they 
were In a district not restricted to 
one-family houses. Why do they come 
now and ask for this chauge?” Al- 
derman Madden replied that until 
Hagen started some months ago to 
build the two-family houses, the pe- 
titioners had no idea that such a de- 
velopment would take place. He 
asked that because of the absence of 
some of the members, (Aldermen 
Fitts, Hinckley, Favinger and Nor- 
man Pratt) that the matter referred 
back to the committee so that the al- 
dermen will have more opportunity to 
look over the ground. 

’ Alderman Hodgdon said, “The chair- 
man of the committee has stated the 
case very well, but the reason he 
wants it referred back is because he 
knows the action of the committee 
will not be sustained at this meet- 
ing.” He remarked that Alderman 
Madden was unfair in calling Mr. 
Hagen a speculator. Hagen should be 
termed a developer. He said. “It is 
getting common in this city to term 
anyone who wants to develop prop- 
erty ‘a speculator.’ ” Alderman Bail 
favored the granting of Alderman 
Madden’s request, since it is custom-

NEW PASTOR 


Mid summer was evidently respon- 
sible for the small attendance at the 
regularly weekly luncheon of the 
Newton Rotary Club, held Monday 
noon, at the Woodland Golf Club. 

The speaker was Mr. Matthew Itu- 
ane, the florist whose talk was both 
Interesting and instructive. Mr. Ru- 
ane said that the bulbs of the popular 
paper narcissus came from southern 
France, until a short time ago, when 
their importaion had been prohibited 
by Congress. These bulbs were grown 
in France, and carefully dried before 
being shipped to this country. With 
proper care about 85 per cent of the 
imported bulbs would flower. Since 
importation had ceased, the American 
grown bulb had increased several hun- 
dred per cent in price, with only a 
40 per cent guarantee to flower. Bulbs 
for tulips, jonquils and daffodils came 
from Holland and were far superior 
to American grown bulbs. Mr. Ruane 
told how the florist forces flowers 
to bloom around Christmas, and 
how they delayed flowering of 
others until Mothers day or Dec- 
oration day, which otherwise would 
bloom in the early spring. Mr. Ru- 
ane told of the activities and growth 
of the Florist Telegraph Delivery As- 
sociation by means of which it is pos- 
sible for flowers t <> be delivered in al- 
most every part of the United States 
ahd Canada, and in some parts of the 
world. Members of this association 
will telegraph orders for flowers to 
the nearest member of the Association, 
and payment for which is thru a clear- 
ing House established at Detroit, by 
the Association. This clearing house 
covers some 4500 florists in America, 
and did a business of over $4,000,000 
last year.

Delegations from the Rotary and 
Kiwanis Clubs of Newton, journeyed 
Wednesday to Camp Frank A. Day, at 
East Brookfield. This camp was made 
possible through the generosity of the 
late Frank A. Day and is conducted 
by the Newton Y. M. C. A. for boys 
between the ages of 11 and 16. It is 
beautifully located on the thickly 
wooded shores of Lake Quamcum- 
quasit and the camp grounds contain j 
10% acres. The camp was started in 
1916, and has grown in popularity un- 
til now there are more applicants for 
admission to it yearly than can be 
accomodated. 

The camp includes a large assembly 
hall, which also serves as a dining 
room, a building containing the kit- 
chen and supply room, and smaller 
structures used as a hospital, quart- 
ered for the director and assistants, 
and a carpenter shop. The councilors 
and boys sleep in fourteen large tents, 
each tent containing eight bunks. Be- 
cause of the attendance at Camp Day, 
this year, the carpenter shop is being 
used as additional sleeping quarters. 
The boys who attend Camp Day have 
play in abundance, but are also made 
to assist to some degree in the care 
of the place. This affords excellent 
training and the youngsters seem to 
enjoy their duties. In addition to pol- 
icing their tents, the boys, in 'urn, 
act as kitchen police and waiters. They 
also assist in caring for the camp 
grounds. The rate charged for board 
at the camp is $11 a week, and a boy 
must be a member of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A., to be admitted. Plenty 
of plain, substantial food is prepared 
by Chef James E. Timmins. “Timmy” 
for over 20 years has been cooking 
for the boys at Philips Exeter Acade- 
my. so he possesses expert knowledge 
as to the kind of food which appeals 
to active, healthy youngsters. 

The camp is directed by Clyde G. 
Hess. Boy’s Secretary of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A., the camp secretary is 
Alan T. Shaw, and the camp doctor. 
Gustaf Lindskog. The senior division- 
al leader is R. Milton Edgar, and 
Dwight C. Shepler is junior divisional 
leader. The boys are divided into 
two divisions, according to their size. 
Each tent is in charge of a councilor. 


The councilors arc for the most 
part coHege men and include Richard 
Breed. Alfred Andrews. William Con- 
roy. William Draper. Lawrence Dag- 
gett. Malcolm Gallagher, Ernest Hap- 
good, Nathan Hawkes, Egon Kattwln- 
kel, John Nixon. Firth Pickels, Frank 
Spain and John Wakefield. Leroy 
Jackson Is assistant chef and the 
camp helpers are Norman Storey, Wil- 
liam Lockhart, George Van Buskirk, 
Harold Lodge. Paul Noble, William 
Houghton and Howard Johnson. 

The delegations from the Rotary and 
Kiwanis Clubs met at Weston Bridge 
at 12.30 and proceeded to Brookfield 
in autos. Arriving at the camp, 
Frank Wilcox, president of the Ki- 
wanians observed some of the boys 
playing basket-ball. The lure was too 
strong for Frank, so he immediately 
organized two scrub teams. One team 
consisted of the visitors end was com- 
posed of Wilcox. Hawkins, Hernandez 
and Powers, assisted by Hodgkins of 
Camp Day. The opposing team was 
made up of four boys from the camp — 
Lane, Albree. Quigley and Souther, to- 
gether with Newton’s athletic attor- 
ney, Hugh Boyd. Hugh displayed as 
much activity as a basketball player 
as he does on the baseball field, and 
assisted by the accurate shooting of 
Lane, he succeeded in defeating the 
Kiwanians 18 to 16.

EDITORIALS 


Al the recent annual convention of 
the National Editorial Association 
held at Los Angeles, the editor was 
assigned the task of obtaining the 
opinions of the newspapermen present 
on the subject of national prohibition. 

This was deemed desirable as there 
has been so much biased propaganda 
in the newspapers of the country dur- 
ing the past few months relative 
to the sentiment of the country on 
that question. The poll covered 170 
newspapers from 31 different states 
and resulted in a vote of over 100 in 
favor of strict enforcement of the Vol- 
stead Act. 29 for modification. 6 for 
government control of liquor, and 3 
for repeal. Most significant, however, 
was the report on the amount of 
drunkenness in the country since na- 
tional prohibition has gone into ef- 
fect. 110 stating that there was less 
drunkenness in their particular com- 
munities and only 15 saying there was 
more. It should be borne in mind 
that these figures were given by local 
editors, who naturally are closer in 
touch with community conditions than 
almost any other class of people. It 
leads emphatically to the conclusion 
that no matter what particular sec- 
tions may flout the prohibition law, 
the country as a whole is DRY. 

We have but little sympathy with 
the position of Alderman Collins, who 
thinks that rd|al estate speculators 
should be “protected” in their develop- 
ment of land in this city. 

These people come into Newton for 
the sole purpose of making money and 
care nothing about the future of the 
city, so long as they can make a profit 
on what they have to sell. Old resi- 
dents of Newton, who have paid taxes 
here for many years are entitled to 
and should have the first considera- 
tion from our city gorvernment. 

We understand that Mr. Rupert C. 
Thompson, chairman of the Republi- 
can city committee. Alderman William 
B. Baker of West Newton, and Mr. 
Hugh S. Boyd will be candidates for 
Representatives to the General Court 
In the new Fourth District, with Rep- 
resentative Hollis. 

Middlesex County is to he congratu- 
lated on the fact that Mr. Robert T. 
Bushnell. the most efficient assistant 
district attorney, will receive the Re- 
publican nomination and subseqeunt 
election as district attorney to suc- 
ceed Hon. Arthur K. Reading. 

We are glad to note that the street 
railway company has added two more 
lines of busses to its system, and con- 
gratulate the residents of Walnut 
street on the fact that there will be 
less trolley cars on that thorough- 
fare.

FINED FDR DISTURBANCE 

The court room at West Newton 
was crowded to capacity this morning 
by residents of West Newton who 
came to listen to the trial of the Lo- 
max family, charged by Policeman 
John Green with causing a disturb- 
ance after the ball game on West 
Newton Common Wednesday', night. 
Green testified that W. Earl Limax 
started the rumpus when he approach- 
ed after the game, while the crowd 
was being moved off the field, and 
made the accusation that the police- 
man had used unnecessary force upon 
Mrs. Elizabeth Davis, an aunt of 
young Lomax. He also testified that 
Eugene Lomax, father of Earl, inter- 
fered and used indecent language. 
Miss Ellene Lomax, another aunt of 
Earl, and Chester Lomax, his brother 
were charged with following the ‘offi- 
cers to police headquarters and un- 
necessarily interfering. 

Mrs. Davis testified that Green 
pushed her twice without any provo- 
cation, and accused the policeman of 
being unnecessarily rough and dis- 
courteous. Earl Lomax asserted that 
he had not caused any undue disturb- 
ance. merely protesting against the 
manner in which Green had treated 
Mrs. Davis, his aunt. Eugene Lomax 
indignantly denied the charge made 
by Green that he had used indecent 
language. He asserted that he has 
been a resident of Newton for 50 
years and defies anyone to prove that 
he ever used indecent langunge. He 
referred to Mayor Childs and his em- 
ployer as character witnesses. Ches- 
ter Lomax and Ellene Lomax contra- 
dicted the testimony of the officers 
that they had been boisterous. One 
of the Lomax family charged that it 
appeared that Green was showing dis- 
crimination against colored people 
and not noticing more flagrant of- 
fenders. Fines of $20 on Earl Lomax 
and $10 each on the other four mem- 
bers of the family were imposed by 
Judge Bacon. All appealed.

man, Mr. Cunniff was so impressed 
with the sobriety of the Canadians, as 
contrasted with the evidence of liquor 
consumption in this country, that .He 
believes the Quebec system of liquor 
control might be an improvement on 
Existing conditions here. 

It was our privilege to accompany 
members of the Rotary and Kivvanis 
Clubs to Frank A. Day Camp at East 
Brookfield this week.

State Detecfive Ed. Sherlock, dur 
ing his talk to the Kiwanis Club at 
Auburndale, a couple of weeks ago, 
stated that rarely does a boy who en- 
gages in athletics turn to crime. And 
rarely will a boy who learns to love 
God’s great outdoors, who spends his 
time in such a surrounding as the 
peaceful lake and piny groves at 
Brookfield, land behind the bars of 
prisons. 

Mr. Sherlock stated that it is almost 
a hopeless task to endeavor to re- 
form young men who have become 
criminals. He urged his audience to 
do their part in assisting any move- 
ment calculated to make good citizens 
out of the rising generation. No cost- 
ly monument could perpetuate the 
name of Frank A. Day so effectively 
as the living memorial to him in the 
hills at East Brookfield. Men who 
have acquired wealth or comparative 
wealth could accomplish untold good 
and enjoy great happiness if they, dur- 
ing their lifetime would contribute 
to the establishment of such agencies 
for the moulding of boys’ characters 
as the camp at East Brookfield. Few 
men are as wealthy as was Mr. Day, 
but many men are possessed of enough 
ineans to donate enough money to en- 
able some poor boy to spend several 
“never to be forgotten weeks” in some 
such “boys’ paradise" as the “Y” 
camp up in Worcester County. 

The BOSTON GLOBE a few days ago 
had an article referring to the unfort- 
unate trio facing the electric chair. 
Eight times in this article they were 
referred to as “boys.” Not once were 
they alluded to as men. To call per- 
sons 25, 26, and 31 years of age “boys” 
is “spreading it.” According to law 
a male person is a man when he 
reaches the age of 21.

N E WTO VS WATER SUPPLY 

Work on the blowing off of the wat- 
er mains, to eliminate the nuisance of 
“nut brown” for some kind of brown) 
water, will start the last week of this 
month, if present plans don’t go askew. 
The contractor who was awarded the 
job of building the large additional 
well at the water reservation at Need- 
ham. has cemmenced drork. This man's 
bid wes away under the bid® of his 
competitors, being less than one-third 
of some of the other bids. 

The water situation in. and around 
Boston, and other parts of this state 
is much more serious than the ordin- 
ary person imagines. As the cities 
and towns have increased in size, the 
water suply seems to have decreased. 
The water basin at Clinton, which 
supplies the Metropolitan District is 
very low. Residents of the cities and 
towns dependent on this supply should 
auto to Clinton to see for themselves 
just how Ittle water is in the reservlor 
A much greater quantity of water is 
used per capita than a generation ago. 
Modern plumbing, greatly increased 
the frequency of bathing. Some per- 
sons are brunt enough to assert that 
modern dress necessitates more fre- 
quent use of soap and water. Prohibi- 
tion undoubtedly causes more con- 
sumption of water from public sup- 
plies. The breweries had their own 
artesion wells. 

Whatever the reasons are. the fact 
is that the water supplies of Boston 
and many other places is entirely in- 
adequate to cope with the consump- 
tion of this most necessary public 
need. No time can be lost in extend- 
ing the system to the proposed addi- 
tional sources up aloug the Ware 
River.

DROWNED IN RIVER 


POLICE NEWS 


Ralph O. Porter of Frederick Street, 
iFramingham, was arrested at 3.45 
•A. M. Thursday, by Officers Davis and 
TTompkins for driving "wutiol.” He 
will be tried August 26th. 


Francis J. Higgins, 26, of 10 Adams 
Terrace, Newton, was killed at 4.16, 
Saturday morning, when the auto he 
was driving along Nonantum Road, 

plunged down the embankment and 

became submerged in the Charles 
River. With Higgins when the ac- 
cident happened was Hugh McGlynn 
of 117 West Street. Newton. 

McGlynn managed to free himself 
from the automobile and ran up 
Charlesbank Road to Newton Corner. 
He went to the office of the Garden 
City Taxi Company shouting for as- 
sistance. Arthur Beck, one of the 
taxi chauffeurs, was on duty. He 
jumped into a taxi with Mc- 
Glynn, picked up Patrolman John 

Foley and hastened to the river. Just 
as the taxi arrived there, Officer 
Murphy of the Metropolitan Police De- 
partment came along. The two police- 
men plunged into the stream and at- 
tempted to recover the body, but the 
position of the car made it difficult 
Beck returned to the taxi office and 
telephoned to the Newton and Water- 
town police. Patrolmen Clinton, Mc- 
Laughlin and Liston hurried from Wa- 
tertonw, together with Dr. Kelly. The 
Newton police ambulance came with a 
pulmotor. About twenty minutes aft 
er the auto entered the river, the 
police recovered Higgins' body. His 
neck had been severely gashed and 
his chest lacerated, apparently from 
the broken windshield. 

Where the automobile left the road 
there is a s giltlithhgh -flf — O-BtL 
there is a slight bend. According to 
McGlynn a heavy fog hung over the 
river. There is no guard rail between 
the street and the embankment. As 
soon as daylight came, the automo- 
bile was pulled from the river. Be- 
lieving that there might have been 
other occupants in the car. the police 
dragged the stream for several hours. 
Later in the morning. McGlynn re- 
turned to the scene and informed Serg. 
O’Connor of the Metropolitan Police 
that Higgins and he were returning 
from Cambridge, where they had left 
their friends, when the fatal accident 
occurred. 

Higgins was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Patrick Higgins and a native of this 
city. His funeral service was held 
Tuesday morning, at the Church of 
Our Lady, where a colemn requiem 
mass was celebrated. Burial was in 
Calvary Cemetery. Waltham. 


TAX RATE $28.00 

Announcement was made on Satur- 
day by the Assessors that the tax rate 
for the year would lie $28 per $1000, 
an Increase of 60 cents over the $27.40 
rate of 1925 and 1924 

A much larger rate had been antici- 
pated as the Increase in the tax levy 
was nearly a half million dollars more 
than last year. An unprecedented in- 
terease of $14,379,000 in valuations en- 
abled the Assessors to keep the rate 
down. 

This increase in valuations is from 
three causes, the largest one being 
new building amounting to some $8,- 
000,000, about $4,000,000 is on land 
and about $2,000,000 to Increase in 
personal property. 

The valuation of the city is $132,- 
230,700 of which $114,047,600 is real 
estate and $18,183,100 is on personal 
property. 

Ward 6 with a valuation of $29,206,- 
250 has the highest valuation in the 
city, with ward 5, with $21,442,600 in 
second place. Other wards are as fol- 
lows, ward fwo. $17,526,250, ward 
three, $15,486,350, ward seven. $13, 
360 500. ward four, $9,206,200, ward 
one, $7,819,450.

CHANGE IN ROTTING 

The Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company has made two changes 
in routes between Newton and Wal- 
tham. The route of the trolley line 
between Newton Corner and Waverley 
by way of West Newton has been 
changed so that this line now runs to 
upper Main street. Waltham. The 
I Waverley and Newton Corner line will 
: l>e covered by busses, which will not. 
however, run through West Newton, 
but will run from Newton Corner to 
Newtonville and thence over Crafts 
and High streets to Waltham and 
Waverley. By these changes West 
Newton does not lose any service it 
has had between Newton Corner and 
West Newton, but West Newton resi- 
dents will have to transfer to busses 
at Waltham when going to W’averley. 
The change is of greater benefit to 
Waltham than to Newton, but it pro- 
vides extra busses in Newton at rush 
hours. West Newton, according to the 
company officials, will not have busses 
for some years. The company in- 
formed the Newton Board of Aider- 
men that the next shipment of busses 
would be placed on the Watertown to 
Needham line, hut evidently unable to 
secure the necessary franchises the 
company motorized the Waverley 
route. Neither Watertown nor Need- 
ham has yet granted franchises to the 
company.

Monday night at 10 o'clock the 
much discussed and eagerly awaited 
task of removing the sediment, which 
for many years has been accumulating 
in the water mains of Newton, will 
commence. Or rather, the actual 
cleaning process will begin. Work 
has already been started: at the cor- 
ner of Ward and Centre streets are 
two excavation made to install open- 
ings into the 20 inch main running 
from the pumping-station at Upper 
Fall* to the reservoir at Waban Hill. 
Another excavation has been made 
just below the reservoir near Ward 
street and at this place on Monday 
night the scraping machines will be 
put into the main by employees of the 
National Water Main Cleaning Com- 
pany. under The direction of Supt. 
Connors. 

These machines, or contrivances, 
contrary to some published reports, 
do not revolve. They are cage like af- 
fairs several inches larger in diameter 
than the water main and constructed 
of flexible steel. Two of these ma- 
chines will be used, each composed of 
three sections. They are somewhat 
oval in shape and contain series of fin- 
gers or scrapers. The scrapers in the 
first machine are of a saw-tooth effect, 
those in the second machine are more 
square. They are arranged so that 
the fingers in each section of either 
machine are overlapped by those in 
the following sections. In the centre 
of each machine is an 8 inch piston; 
this piston takes the pressure from 
the water in the main and thus pro- 
pels the devices. 

Monday night the gate in the main 
near the reservoir will be closed the 
pipe opened and the scraping ma- 
chines put into the pipe. The branch 
main leading to Chestnut Hill will 
also he closed. This district will be 
connected with the Brookline water 
system. The main will be sealed after 
the machine is installed and then the 
gate will be opened until but 10 or 


15 pounds pressure results. This low 
pressure is sufficient to propel the 
scrapers. According to the National 
Water Main Cleaning Company, the 
machines will move through the main 
j nearly as fast as a man can walk and 
It is expected that it will take about 
30 minutes for them to travel from 
the reservoir to the corner of Ward 
and Centre streets, where the main 
will have been opened. At this point 
a pipe will lead to the surface and 
through it the loosened sediment will 
be forced out onto the street. Carts 
from the water department will be 
present to carry away any silt which 
may gather. Water Commissioner 
Whitney is somewhat skeptical as to 
the scrapers making such rapid prog- 
ress as is expected, but he is hopeful 
that the promised schedule may be 
maintained. The company which has 
the contract to clean the main is so 
sanguine that It entertains hopes that 
the entire main, from the reservoir to 
the pumping station, a distance of 
about four miles, may be travelled by 
the scraping devices on Monday night. 
The printfple obstacle to the uninter- 
rupted progress of the cleaning ma- 
chines will be the bends at the bridge 
on Centre street where the main cross- 
es the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. But even here, it is more 
than probable that the machines will 
not be stopped as the bends are ^ or 
less, and the sections of the cleaning 
devices are supposed to negotiate any 
bend less than V*. 

There has been much apprehension 
that the machines will become stuck 
in the main and that the flow of water 
will be stopped. This fear is ground- 
less. according to the water experts. 
The intervening spaces between the 
fingers or blades on the scrapers per- 
mit the free flow of water through the 
main, and the fingers would break be- 
fore they would become stuck. The 
progress of the machines can be 
traced from the surface above the

Roberts of Lancaster, N. H., $250, an- 
nually as long as she lives; 

To my cousin, Mary Eastman Weeks 
ot Lancaster, N. M., $250 as long as she 
lives; to my brother, William C. 
Weeks, any and all indebtedness which 
is due me from him at the time of my 
death. 

"To any person employed in my of- 
fice or as a domestic one year or long- 
er. 25 per cent of the salary or pay 
which they received during their en- 
tire service. To my son-in-law. John 
Washington Davidge, and my daugh- 
ter-in-law, Beatrice Dowse Weeks, 
$10,000 each; to my daughter Kather- 
ine Weeks Davidge and son, Charles 
Sinclair Weeks, the sum of $200,000, 
to be shared equally and held in trust 
as follows: 

"This fund to be invested in govern- 
ment, state or municipal bonds, and 
every five years after my death I wish 
$15,000 each and the accumulated in- 
terest turned over to the beneficiaries 
and if they are deceased, the balance 
of the principal shall be used for the 
benefit of their heirs as it’ they were 
alive.

One of the large factors in the ap- 
parent failure in law enforcement is 
the attitude taken by the large metro- 
politan newspapers in reporting the 
activities of bootleggers and the rev- 
enue officers.

main by the men in charge of the 
cleaning. Contrary to report, there 
will he no line attached to the scrap- 
ers to pull them hack in case they 
stick. This is not practical where 
there Is pressure behind them. While 
the use of these devices is new to 
Newton, they are far from being an 
experiment. These and similar do 
vices have been used for years by the 
National Water Main Cleaning Com- 
pany in many of the larger cities of 
the country, such as Cleveland, Chica- 
go. New York and St. Louis. The 
company now bus contracts to clean 
80,000 feet of mains in Boston and 
some of the mains of the Metrtpolitan 
Water System. 

The incrustation which will be re- 
moved from the large main as a sedi- 
ment that has been forming for many 
years. At various times in the past 
efforts have been made to clear the 
pipes of it by flushing, hut with only 
partial success. The deposits have 
grown until in late years much trou- 
ble hns been experienced in this city 
because of the prevalence of this sedi- 
ment in the water. It has caused the 
water frequently to be discolored and 
unpleasant to the taste. The sediment 
is a combination of iron and manga- 
nese rust together with deposits 
caused by Crenothrix. For the benefit 
of those who may not know what the 
latter is. it may be explained that 
Crenothrix is a spceies of bacteria of 
the family Chlamydobaoteriafceae. a 
growth which occurs in ponds and re 
servolrs and imparts a bad taste to 
the water. This combination of vege- 
table and mineral matter, while de- 
cidedly unpleasant, is not inurious 
to health. On the contrary it has been 
adjudged by medical authorities to be 
somewhat beneficial, particularly be- 
cause of the manganese contained in 
it. Other water, such as that of the 
Metropolitan System contains more 
iron rust than does the Newton 
water. 

Commissioner Whitney suggests 
that residents of the city, on the eve- 
nings while the cleaning process is in 
progress, which under present plans 
will be Monday and Tuesday of next 
week, and probably succeeding eve- 
nings (if obstacles are encountered) 
draw enough water in the early eve- 
ning. to last them until well into the 
next day. If this is done, should the 
loosening of the sediment cause some 
of i-t to work into the smaller mains 
and thence into the house pipes, 
householders will have enough clean 
water for drinking and cooking pur- 
poses until the discolored water will 
have run off. Necessavy precautions 
will be taken to provide fire protection 
*for such parts of the city as will be 
deprived of ordinary water-pressure 
during the short periods each night 
the cleaning process will he in prog- 
ress. Newton Corner and Newtonville 
will have plenty of pressure Monday 
night from the reservoir. Newton 
Centre will during the late hours of 
the night have reduced pressure, its 
supply being provided direct from the 
pumping station. Chestnut Hill will 
be connected with the Brookline water 
mains. About 100 houses on the South 
Side will be without water for a few 
hours Monday night. On succeeding 
nights many more houses in other sec- 
tions of the city will be Inconven- 
ienced If the cleaning of the 20 inch 
main proves as successful as is ex 
pecied, it is probable that some of 
the 12 Inch mains will receive similar 
treatment. It is quite likely that 
Newton water for some days to come 
will be far from resembling the cry- 
stal fluid that gurgles down mountain 
streams. But the temporary incon 
venience to which the residents of this 
city will be subjected, can he well en- 
dured with the prospect that it will 
afford permanent relief from the nui- 
sance of drinking water impregnated 
with a solution of iron, manganese 
and Chlamydobactericeae.

NEW POLICY IN HEARINGS 

Zoning Petitions To Be Hereafter Heard by a Committee 
Instead of by the Full Board of Aldermen 


In the future petitions for chnnges 
in zoning will not be argued — pro and 
con, before the full Board of Alder- 
men. At the meeting of the aldermen 
Wednesday evening, Chairman Mad- 
den of the Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee explained that the Legislature last 
year authorized cities to refer hear- 
ings on matters concerning zoning to 
such committees as might be appoint- 
ed ot deal with this new feature of 
city governments. In Newton the 
Claims and Rules Committee considers 
zoning, and the aldermen voted that in 
the future this committee will relieve 
the full Hoard of the tasks of listening 
to arguments for and against changes 
in our various districts. 

Alderman Madden told the Hoard 
that the parties interested in the zon- 
ing changes of that part of Newton 
Centre in the neighborhood of Parker, 


Paul and Clark streets, Oxford, Hal- 
cyon and AthelBtane roads, had 
reached an agreement. Those who 
want this district restricted to single 
residences made a compromise with 
Mr. Hagen, who has been building a 
number of two-family houses on Athel- 
stane road. That street will be devel- 
oped with two-family houses between 
Clark and Parker streets. The re- 
mainder of the district will be re- 
stricted to one-family residences. Mr. 
Alvord, according to Alderman Mad- 
den, desires that Cedric road also be 
designated as a private residence 
street. 

The aldermen confirmed the long 
list of election officers appointed by 
Mayor Childs. Chairman Bliss of the 
License Committee reported that this 
committee recommended the granting

Monday night was an eventful date 
In the history of Newton. The first 
section of water main in this city was 
cleaned of the incrustation which has 
been gathering during the past fifty 
years. Early Monday evening. Joseph 
Connors, expert of the National Water 
Main Cleaning Company, arrived at 
the excavation which had been made 
at the corner of Centre and Ward 
Streets by employees of the Newton 
Water Department. With Connors were 
two assistants. Also on the job was 
a crew of City employees under Fore- 
man Jerry Herlihy. Water Commis- 
sioner. J. Clifton Whitney, was pres- 
ent to oversee the work. 

Connors and his men got busy at 
once, and cut grooves in the section of 
main which was to be removed. At 
7. he requested Mr. Whitney for per- 
mission to have the water shut-off in 
the big 20-inch main, so that an early 
start might be made in "cutting-out" 
the section. As notice had been broad- 
cast that the water would not be shut 


off until 10 P. M., to houses along 
Ward and the neighboring streets. Mr. 
Whitney would not consent to the 
gates being closed until nine o’clock. 
Shortly afterwards, when sufficient 
time had been given to permit the 
main to be nearly cleared of water, 
to small hole was driven through the 
section to be removed and for about an 
hour the water spurted out. Then the 
length of main adjoining the elbow 
leading into Centre Street from Ward, 
was removed. A bend was then at- 
tached to the main on Ward Street, 
and a length of pipe lowered onto it, 
one end of which projected above the 
road surface on Centre Street. 

While this work was being perform- 
ed. various city officials arrived as 
spectators, including Mayor Childs, Al- 
dermen Bail and Gallagher of the 
Special Committee on Water.

In a recent article an analysis wma 
Made of the take-out of partner’s no- 
trump when second hand had passed. 
One of the points emphasized was that 
if the original no-trump bidder didn’t 
like the take-out, he should bid two no- 
tmmp. Since that time the writer has 
received several inquiries as to the type, 
of hand that would justify a two no- 
trump bid over a take-out of one no- 
trump by partner with a bid of two 
hearts or two spades. The easiest way 
to answer that question is by asking 
one. Suppose your partner bid one spade 
and second hand passed, with what 
kind of hand would you bid one no- 
trump? Answer that question correctly 
and you will know when to bid two no- 
trump over partner’s take-out of two 
hearts or two spades. The object of all 
correct bidding is to arrive at the best 
bid of the combined hands; that is, the 
best bid of twenty-six cards, not of thir- 
teen. For example, suppose your part- 
ner bid one spade, second hand passed 
and you held the following cards: 

Hearts — A, Q, 4 
Clubs— K, J, 10, 7 
Diamonds — Q, J, 7, 2 
Spades — 6, 3 

The correct bid is undoubtedly one no- 
trump. Why? Because experience has 
shown that when your partner bids a 
suit and you have less than three cards 
of that suit, you will have a better 
chance for game at some other suit or 
no-trump. This is one of the steps in the 
process of finding out the best bid of 
the combined hands. If you don’t deny 
help for partner’s suit bid, how can you 
tell him the kind of hand that you have. 
Learn to “mirror” your hand to your 
partner, that is, tell him plainly and 
clearly by your bidding just what kind 
of hand you have. For that reason, sup- 
pose you bid one no-trump with the 
following hand; 

Hearts — A, Q, 4 
Clubs — K, J, 10, 7 
Diamonds — Q, J, 7, 2 
Spades — 6, 3 

Second hand passes, your partner bids 
two spades and fourth hand passes. 
Don’t you think you ought to bid two 
no-trump for exactly the same reason 
that you would bid one no-trump with 
that hand over a one spade bid by part- 
ner? The principles are exactly the same 
in each instance. 

In the following hands, there is no 
■core, you are the dealer and have bid 
one no-trump. Second hand has passed, 
your partner has bid two spades and 
fourth hand has passed. What would 
you now bid?

No score, first game. Z dealt, bid one 
jio-trump and all passed. A opened the 
four of spades. Y played a low spade, B 
the jack and Z won the trick with the 
ace. How should he plan the play of the 
combined hand? Z must lead the deuce 
of clubs from his hand and play the 
queen from dummy. If this card forced 
the ace, he can finesse against the jack 
on the next round. A good player, how- 
ever, would not play his ace on the first 
round, so, in that case, Z is up against 
a difficult problem. He must set his 
Hub suit at once before the queen of 
diamonds, his only possible reentry 
wu*d, is taken out of dummy. For that 
reason, Z must make one of two plays: 
(a) he can lead a low’ club, hoping that 
the ace i3 now single or (b) he can lead 
the king of clubs, hoping that the jack 
is single. Either play is a guess but ene 
or the other must be made for the only 
hope for game is to set up the clubs. As 
a matter of fact, the king of clubs would 
have been the correct play at trick 
three for B originally held the jack and 
four of clubs. 

The following hand was played re- 
cently in Detroit and forwarded to the 
writer as an excellent example of the 
“squeeze,” that is, the forcing of one 
hand to discard winning cards.

ABOUT TOWN 


It has been the common impression 
among Newton officials and residents 
that the big water mains of the city, 
are so filled with sediment, that the 
flow of water has been greatly imped- 
ed, thus causing the pressure to he so 
reduced that incrustations have form- 
ed in the pipes throughout the city. 
The amount of sediment found in the 
twenty inch main leading from the 
pumping station to the reservoir, while 
appreciable, was not enough' to cause 
li great reduction in the pressure. It 
will perhaps be necessary to clean out 
the 12-inch main throughout the city, 
before the desired relief will be ob- 
tained from the recurring nuisance of 
discolored water which is unfit for 
household use. 

According to some experts the real 
reason for the trouble in recent years 
with Newton water — is the great growth 
of this city, which has necessitated . 
the laying of many miles of laterals 1 
from the larger water mains. These 
laterals have reduced considerably the 
pressure in the big mains, and thus 
permitted the formation of incrusta- 
tions in water pipes throughout the 
city. Newton is not alone in this 
trouble. Cities and towns all over the 
country have had, and are having the 
same experience. Either the water 
mains must he cleaned, or more 20 
and 12-inch mains laid to replace 
smaller pipes.

ABOUT TOWN 

The wall of Cole’s Block, facing the 
railroad tracks is covered with a huge 
sign advertising the business of John 
T Burns & Sons. This wall for many 
years had on it the name of the late 
Howard B. Coffin, Grocer. Some years 
past, Mr. Burns bought the block and 
now his name Is emblazoned on the 
side of the old structure, also the in- 
formation that for 40 years, he has 
been tn business In Newton. This is 
correct — but not alt of those to years 
were spent by Mr. Burns in the busi- 
ness in which he is now engaged. 

For many years, Mr. Burns conduct- 
ed a barber shop in Cole’s Block. At 
tirst the shop was located on the sec- 
ond floor of the building, and later 
it was moved to the street floor. Even 
when a barber, Mr. Burns displayed 
the same enterprise and initiative 
which he has manifested in achieving 
the great success he attained since his 
advent into the real estate business 
over a score of years past. While 
other barbers were content to give 
ordinary hair cuts, “Mr. John T.“ as 
his friends were wont to call him, 
was a tonsorial artist. He applied 
science to his work and made a speci- 
alty of physiognomical hair-cuts. In 
those days the ladies wore their hair 
long — it was their crowning glory, 
and the fair sex vied one with the 
other in the endeavor to possess tress- 
es of great length. The Seven Suth- 
erland Sisters, whose silken locks 
trailed to the floor, were as much ad- 
mired as are the movie stars of to- 
day. The only patrons of the barbers 
then were, the males of the species, 
and they occupied the chairs in the 
•barber shops for most part either 
in the early morning hours or in 
the evening. During the middle of 
fhe day the old time barbers reaped 
no harvest, as do their modern suc- 
cessors, from ladies — young and old. 
who come weekly to have their hair 
bobbed, marcelled, and clipped. 

Mr. Burns was too industrious a 
man to sit idle several hours daily. He 
had perception enough to realize that 
the real estate business in Newton, 
was being sadly neglected. So he 
started to engage in it, first as a part 
time proposition, and later he devoted 
all his working hours to it. He had 
been successful at his former occupa- 
tion, in his new vocation he was a 
wow. The hustle he put into renting, 
leasing and selling property, made him 
flourish like a green bay tree and he 
speedily forged ahead of the oldtimers 
in the business in Newton. And so, to- 
day, as the oldtimers gaze upon the 
huge new sign on Cole’s Block, they 
cannot but recall the meteoric rise 
of the gentleman whose name it bears. 


present needs, the firemen there are 
poorly quartered, and with the very 
heavy traffic at Nonant um Square, the 
probability of accident is faced every 
time the fire trucks respond to an 
alarm. For years the city lias been 
holding the land formerly occupied by 
the old armory at the corner of Wash- 
ington Street and Centre Place, as a 
location t’or a new fire apparatus sta- 
tion. A modern building should be 
erected on this lot without further de- 
lay. 


The state law specifies that no 
vehicle over 28 feet in lotigth shall use 
the highways without special permis- 
sion from each city or town through 
which it passes. There is a huge auto 
vehicle regularly in use carrying auto 
bodies which Is over 40 feet in length. 
It is becoming a common practice for 
huge trucks to have equally huge trail- 
ers attached, their combined lengths 
totalling over 35 feet. These violations 
of the law pass unnoticed. Why? Con- 
ditions on our highways are dangerous 
enougii without allowing them to be 
used by “freight trains." 


POLICE NEWS 


The police force of Newton could 
be abolished if this city was as free 
at all times from violations of the 
law as it was during the past week- 
end. No session of the court was held 
Monday, because no arrests had been 
made on Saturday or Sunday, and there 
were no continued cases to be tried. 
This was in decided contrast to the 
preceding Monday, when 32 violators 
of the law were in court. 


it will be a boon to persons using 
autos in Newton, and numerous resi- 
dents of this city resort to this mode 
of travel, if the finances of our munici- 
pality will ever permit the defining 
of parking spaces in the business sec- 
tions. In the past, at infrequent in- 
tervals, white lines were painted on 
the streets to show auto drivers where 
ajnl how to park. Most cities keep 
such parking spaces defined at all 
times by painted lines. Newton does 
not. The result is — that autos are 
parked at all angles, many arguments 
and delays follow the pocketing of 
cars by other machines parked adjoin- 
ing at different angles, and fewer autos 
can he parked than i'£ the spaces were 
defined. White paint is not so expen- 
sive that Newton cannot afford to use 
it. 


Members of the Newton police, Pat- 
rolmen Dan Crowley and Joe Green 
made one arrest at 1.30 Monday morn- 
ing, but it was made across the 
Charles River, near Worcester Street, 
on the Wellesley side and the offender 
was turned over to the Wellesley 
police.

again closed and a new section of pipe 
fitted in the main. 

Wednesday night, an earlier start was 
made. The gates were closed in the 
big pipe at 7 o’clock. This enabled 
the scraping machine to be started 
from the corner of Ward and Centre 
Streets, at 1.22 A. M. Tuesday morn- 
ing, even though considerable more 
preparatory work had to be accomp- 
lished than on the preceding Monday 
night. About loo persons remained 
through the night on the grounds 
of the pumping station at Upper Falls, 
even though a steady rain fell. In- 
cluded in the gathering were Aider- 
men Bail, Favinger, and Gallagher of 
the Water Committee. Aldermen Fitts. 
Hawkins. Hodgdon. Earle, Gordon and 
Madden. 

Eleven minutes after the scraper 
started, the water at the open end 
of the main, at the pumping station, 
nearly three miles distant, commenced 
become colored. In a minute or 
it was well filled with pieces of 
sediment, and in another minute it 
was gushing out apparently as black 
us ink. as seen in the dim light af- 
forded by a couple of calcium torches. 
Fourteen minutes later the How of 
water appreciably ceased, causing

roker to show signs of anxiety. They 
knew that the lessening in the flow 
meant that the cleaning device had 
reached the bridge over the B. & A. 
tracks near Crystal lake. Here the 
main makes two bends to go under 
tlie bridge and this was the point 
where It was feared the scraper might 
become stuck. For ten miuutes, the 
decreased How continued. Then the 
water spurted forth aguin with in- 
creased force and the watchers kuew 
the bridge had been passed and that 
it was almost a certainty the rest of 
the main would be travelled success 
fully, by the cleaning muchine. At 
2.26 A. M.. just u trifle over one hour 
lifter it had started, the scraper reach 
i*d the bottom of the bend leading 
to the trough which had been con- 
structed to carry the immense volume 
of water across the yard of the pump 
lug station into the Charles River, 
for a minute it struggled to force it- 
self up through tlie opening. Masses 
of sediment held it back. Spurts of 
muddy water gushed out driving the 
spectators to a safe distance. Fin- 
ally the tremendous pressure of the 
millions of gullons of wuter buck of 
the scraper conquered, and the mu- 
chine cutapuulted out iuto the trough. 
For sometime after the water wuh al- 
lowed to ruu until It showed com- 
pletely cleur of the sediment. 

The yard of the pumping station, 
formerly covered with un attractive 
grecu lawn, bears mute evidence as 
to the amount of sediment which was 


of the following petitions for gasoline 
filling stations — Daniel Barnicle, 148 
Lexington street.

The 
feldermen accepted the report of the 
License Committee and granted all 
these permits. Also a permit for a 
75-car public garage at the corner of 
Walnut and Centre streets to Albert 
T. Stuart. 

By this action the aldermen gave 
evidence that a radical change has 
been adopted in Newton as regards 
permits for gasoline filling stations. 
Heretofore it has been quite difficult 
to obtain permits for this line of busi- 
ness in Newton. As a result this city 
had much fewer gas stations than 
most neighboring cities and towns. 

As Newton has more autos in propor- 
tion to its population than any city 
in the state, in the past few years al- 
most any permit received for a gaso- 
line selling station in this municipal- 
ity was worth thousands of dollars. 
Nearly every petition for a gas station 
met with vigorous opposition. The 
common arguments used against them 
have been — that they are dangerous, 
depreciate the value of surrounding 
property, are not needed, and that 
Newton’s attractiveness will suffer if 
this city becomes filled with gas sta- 
tions. The present Board of Aider- 
men seems to have adopted the policy 
of granting permits for drive-in filling 
stations when applied for in business 
districts, unless there is a bona-fide 
argument against them — such as an 
appreciable element of danger, either 
as traffic hazards or the proximity of 
schools. The old law of "supply and 
demand” is bound to apply to filling 
stations. As they become more nu- 
merous In Newton, they will become 
lesB profitable, and will not be so 
sought after. Incidentally, at least 
one of the competing companies of the 
past few years, which spent money 
lavishly in developing its business in 
this territory, has been absorbed by 
the “oil octopus.” When rivalry is 
removed through the consolidation of 
companies, fancy prices cease to be 
paid for the purchase or lease of sup- 
posedly good sites for gasoline sta- 
tions. 

Alderman Weeks. Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, spoke of the 
"good news” received by the people 
of Newton who pay the bills. He de- 
sired to call attention to just what the 
new tax-rate of $28 means. He. with 
the other members of tlie Finance 
Committee, was much surprised 
learn that the Assessors, insteud of 
finding $9,000,000 increased valuation 
in taxable property in the city this 
year, as had been estimated, discov- 
ered $11,379,900. The total warrants 
for 1926 call for appropriations of 
$4,406,000, an increase of $414,000 over 
last year. The budget increase is 
$370,000. Tlie amount to be raised by 
tax levy is $3,702,000. Certain school 
expenses totalling $207,000, should 
have gone into bonds, but because of 
the limited borrowing capacity of the 
city, this amount had to be included 
in the tax levy, and accounts for an 
increase of $1.60 in the rate. Other 
appreciable expenditures during the 
year have been $88,000 for the re- 
moval of snow and ice, $15,000 Tor a 
new fire truck, $21,000 for draining 
Bullough’s Pond. 

Alderman Bail, Chairman of the spe- 
cial committee appointed to study the 
water system of the city, told of the 
success attained Monday night in 
cleaning out the 20 inch main along 
Ward street. He suggested that every 
member of the aldermen go to Upper 
Falls after the meeting to witness the 
condition of the water which would 
precede the three-mile advance of the 
cleaning machine through the 20-inch 
main between Ward street and the 
pumping station. Mr. Bail said, “The 
committee will probably ask that the 
80,000 feet of 12-inch wuter main in 
Newton receive the same cleuuing 
treatment us the 20-inch main. 

Because of the extra long dooketi 
the aldermen tiad convened at 5 
o’clock and wore to take a recess for 
lunch ut 6. At 5.00 President George 
Pratt proposed un iiiformul discussion 
of a fuw minutes to obtain ideas us to 
how the aldermen can expedite busi- 
ness. He said “Efforts are being 
made to expedite the business of the 
Board. The volume hus increased 
greatly iu late years and should be 
handled more comfortably for the al- 
dermeu, so tbut the sessions will not 
lusL until well ufter midnight.” Hu 


Chairman Weeks of the Finance 
Committee remarked that the time has 
come when something should be done 
t*> make the progress of orders through 
committees more orderly. He be- 
lieved tliut no matters should be con- 
sidered at meetings which had not 
been presented in time to be thorough- 
ly discussed at preceding committee 
meetings. Chairman Earle of the Pub- 
lic Works committee stated that his 
committee had made it a practice to 
meet on the Monday before each al- 
dermanic meeting and discuss all mat- 
ters coming before it, except in excep- 
tional cases. He suggested that much 
of the delay at Board meetings has 
been caused by the numerous speak- 
ers who have aired their views on 
trivial matters at public hearings. 
President Pratt asked City Solicitor 
Bartlett if the Board possesses the 
right to limit the number of speukers 
at hearings, or the time during which 
they may speak. Mr. Bartlett replied 
that the aldermen can pass any such 
rule as it sees fit. 

Alderman Bail suggested that it 
might be well to request persons at- 
tending hearings to agree on certain 
spokesmen rather than have a score 
of persons advance the same argu- 
ments, and thus consume 45 miuutes 
of time where a few miuutes would 
suffice. Alderman Weeks opposed any 
limitations being placed on the num- 
ber of speakers or on the length of 
their speeches. He opined that the 
tfldermen are present at meetings to 
serve the people and give all the right 
to be heard. Alderman Hodgdon 
agreed with him, stating that it’ the 
Board attempts to curtail speaking at 
hearings, it may be accused of dis- 
crimination. Alderman Bail stated 
that the members of the press should 
not give the impression that the alder- 
men had any idea of supressing free 
speech. The board took a recess at 
6.K). to eat. The members returned to 
City Hall, around 7.30 and resumed 
the meeting at 7.45. About 150 per 
sons crowded into the aldennanic 
chamber to participate in and listen 
to the discussions over the hearings 
on the many petitions coming before 
the aldermen. 

Five hearings on petitions for five 
more gasoline stations occupied con- 
siderable time, but the “feature event’ 
of the evening was a lively “free for 
all” argument concerning the chang- 
ing v of the section hounded by Boylston, 
Floral and Centre Streets, from gen 
eral residence to business zone. De- 
tails of these hearings are given under 
separate headings. Apart from the 
time consumed in the public heurings, 
the aldermen delayed little in wading 
through the large amount of business 
to be transacted and completed their 
work at 10.40, in order to travel to 
Upper Falls to witness the spectacle 
of the water main being cleaned.

A BROTHERHOOD OF NATIONS 

The following address was delivered 
at the University of California at 
Berkeley, last month, by Professor 
,1. 8. Young of Minnesota, to members 
of the National Editorial Association. 

I have been asked to speak for a 
few moments on the subject of Inter- 
nationalism or the larger co-operation 
I am glad to speak to editors because 
you occupy a position of leadership, 
and are constantly emphasizing team 
work or co-operation in your local 
communities in the state and in the 
United StateB. and many of you have 
being doing yeoman service for Inter- 
national co-operation. 

Several years ago the great lecturer 
Joseph Cook said the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury has made the world a neighbor- 
hood, the Twentieth is to make it a 
brotherhood. Your attention is in- 
vited to two important key words in 
this statement, namely: neighborhood 
and brotherhood. Taking these in 
order, let us examine a few facts that 
prove the world is a neighborhood. 
All will agree that international law 
had its inception in 1648, In the Treaty 
of Westphalia that closed the thirty 
years war. Two outstanding facts of 
international law are independence of 
states and equality of states. But this 
doctrine was no sooner announced 


peare, Stephen, C.oefhe. Emerson, Pas- 
teur. Marconi, Morse and Edison are 
world contributions. Art products 
and scientific activities are interna- 
tional possessions held in trust for 
humanity. There are 614 internation- 
al organizations and institutions in 
the scholastic and scientific world in- 
cluding at least a pair of nations, 
many of them holding periodical world 
congresses. We have interchange of 
.professors and college students. All 
will agree that we are coming towards 
a standardization of the world. A 
Philadelphia iocohiotive will run on 
any standard gage track in the world 
and lias interchangeable parts. We 
must now realize that we have world 
economics and markets with world 
credit resting upon international 
faith. 

Turning now to the idea of brother- 
hood — take the alleviation of human 
suffering in war. It was a Swiss physi- 
cian that saw the needless suffering 
at the Battle of Solverine. As a result 
,of this. Switzerland called a confer- 
ence in 1864, and the result was the 
'organization of the Red Cross Society 
which claimed so much of our atten- 
tion during the world war. In 1868, 
at the call of Russia, there was a con- 
ference on the character of weapons 
used in war. The result was the con- 
vention of Geneva in 1864, which rules 
were revised in 1906, and the prin- 
ciples extended by the first and second

‘clearly, it will be recognized that the 
older civilizations were river civiliza- 
tions or nerve currents that run up 
and down the Nile, the Genges, the 
Euphrates, and the Yangtse-klang. 

Then, with the spread of Roman 
power, these civilizations were cen- 
tered in the Mediterraneen Sea which 
became eventually a Roman lake. But 
with the advent of modern history, the 
discovery of new islands anti new con- 
tinents, the center of commercial and 
business gravity shifted to the At- 
lantic Ocean where it now is. With 
the digging of the Panama Canal, the 
center of business and commercial 
gravity may shift to the Pacific Ocean 
within the lifetime of some of the 
younger members of this present 
group. It is exchange between dif- 
ferent countries that has brought 
about interdependence. In other words, 
it is the satisfaction of our wants. 

The great transcontinental trains, the 
great ocean greyhounds that plow the 
liigh seas hre the shuttles that are 
constantly weaving a warp and woof 
of international comity, goodwill, un- 
derstanding, and interdependence. Fin- 
ance and credit have their important 
far-flung world relationships. Various 
international agreements tend to the 
same end. Take the International 
Telegraph Union. In 1906, there was 
a convention at Berlin and twenty-six 
of the world’s powers became mem- 
bers of this union, and now with the 
advent of the wireless system, the 
need for unity of effort becomes still 
more apparent. There is an Interna- 
tional Postal Union which was brought 
about on the initiative of citizens of 
the United States of America, and to- 
day fifty-five of the world’s powers 
are members. A five cent postage 
stamp will take a letter to the remo- 
test corner of the earth, which simple 
an international signal code for navi- 
fact tends to make this generation 
citizens of the world. There is also 
gation. This was initiated by Eng- 
land ami France in 1864. At a con- 
vention in Washington. D. C.. in 1899. 
forty' states became members. By the 
use of flags of different sizes and 
colors, there is actually an interna- 
tional sign language for rules on navi- 
gation routes, night signals, etc. In- 
ternational maritime law was codified 
at Brussels in 1905 and again in 1909. 

The locomotive engine was brought to 
some state of perfection in the Twen- 
ties. In 1847. there was a union of 
itlie German railway administration, 
and it was a Swiss expert that call- 
ed the Berne Conference, and there 
has been a great central bureau of 
railroatl affairs since 1893. With the 
advent of the airships, the need for 
co-operation in navigating this new 
transportation medium — the air — is 
strikingly emphasized. There is also 
a metric union. Through it. there is 
a unification of standards of weights 
and measures. We have international 
protection of industrial, literary, anti 
artistic property. Through the pro- 
tection of the international copyright 
that are members of the International 
an author may publish a manuscript 
simultaneously in all the countries 
Copyright Union. We have had vari- 
ous sugar conventions, anti there is 
a. great agricultural institute at Rome 
which was brilliantly presided over 
for many years by a citizen of the 
United States of America. Further- 
more, our newspapers and magazines 
bring the happenings of the whole 
world into focus. We think now not 
in terms of islands, parishes, and con- 
tinents, but in terms of the whole 
planet with the entire human race as 
one great family. Finally, education 
science and scholarship are interna- 
tional in nature and cannot he fenced 
in and confined to any particular 
country. Peary discovers the North 
Pole because of the previous work 
done by a Danish Bering, an English 
Franklin, anti a Norwegian Nansen. 

Our own American archaeologist Plai- 
ner publishes “Topography and Monu- 
ments of Ancient Rome” because of 
the researches of a Germuu Hulsen. 
an Italian Lanciani, and an English 
Ashby. Our own colonial Goet lulls 
digs the Panama Canal by utilizing 
the services as well as avoiding the 
mistakes of his French predecessors. 

The German Zepplin astounds the 
world with his dirigible balloon by pro. 
tlting through the imperfect conquest 
of the air by such men of science as 
I.ussac of France, ami Greeu and Cox- 
well of England. The work of Sliakes-

great conference was held at Zurich, 
which considered the suppression of 
•the white slave trade and formulated 
principles and methods for its aboli- 
tion. which if it is ever brought about 
must be through international co-op- 
ation. 

We have had various international 
conferences on hygiene and demo- 
graphy. on crimes and prison reform. 
We have international peace treaties 
and arbitration looking towards the 
postponement or war and the preven- 
tion of hair-trigger action such as 
brought on the late world war. A 
crowning act of international co-op- 
,eration is the setting up of the inter- 
national court of justice to which we 
have just recently acceded. ’Hie Ro- 
man Catholic church is world wide 
in its rapiiflcations and is one of the 
greatest unifying forces that can be 
mentioned. There are also great 
ecumonical councils, federated church 
clubs, students. volunteers. Y. M. 

C. A.’s. foreign missionaries, rotary 
societies, etc., all emphasizing the idea 
of international brotherhood. There is 
actually an international public opin- 
ion, which is emphasized in aU the 
official books put out by the partici- 
pants in the late World War. when 
each one undertook to court and get 
the benefits of world public opinion, 
li is said that there is such a thing 
as physical sympathy in the air the 
level and water. It is a fact that an 
earthquake in San Francisco started 
volcanoes going in Japan. If sym- 
pathy is a fact in the physical world, 
it is also a fact in human relation. A 
famine in India, forest fires in Cali- 
fornia. Oregon. Washington, and Min- 
• nesota sets that every man wears in 
his breast atune. Brotherhood is 
fundamental fact that needs to be rec- 
ognized in all our human relation- 
ships. Now that the World War is 
over, is it not time for all of us to 
stop preaching the philosophy of sus- 
picion. hate and jealousy, and begin 
emphasizing toleration? In the past 
we had Jews and gentiles, Greeks and 
barbarians, Romans and aliens, and 
still have various forms of 
elusion laws. 

What I am pleading for is not, 
am as good as you are, but you are 
as good as I am.” There is a big dif- 
ference between these two. Is it not 
fact that we must stand cheek by 
jowl? I am pleading for such a spirit 
of toleration as was emphasized a few 
years ago by a working man in 
Chicago, when in speaking to other 
working men he used the following 
words: "Boys, we must forget the 

sheeniness of the Hebrew and Dagoe- 
ness of the Italian. Yes. even the 
Irisliness of the policeman must he 
forgotten in the meanness of man. 
The meanness of meisni must give 
way to the allness of welsm.’’ Here 
is the philosophy of internationalism 
stated in homely phrase, it is the 
philosophy of all of us co-operating 
or doiug team work by suppressing 
somewhat the meanness of meisni. The 
same idea is emphasized by Tennyson 
in his Lockely Hall, In the following 
words: 

Love took up the harp of life 
and smote on all the cords 
with might; smote the cord of 
self that trembling passed in 
music out of sight. 

Matthew Arnold once said: "Con- 
ceive of the whole group of civilized 
nations as being for intellectual and 
spiritual purposes oue great federa- 
tion bound to a common action and 
working towards a common result;' 
a confederation whose members have 
a due knowledge both of the part out 
of which they all proceed and of each 
other.” We do not so much need to 
disarm as to disfear the world. 

'Hid unity of the world is real 
What is needed is an organization 
that will suitably integrate all these 
forces. What individual races, na- 
tions. and countries, need to learn is 
the lesson of being reduced to a kind 
of least common denominator and 
learn the great mathematical lessons 
of social service which are if we 
would add we must first subtract: if J 
we would multiply we must first 
divide. What we need is to stop liv- 
ing in our various podunks because 
if our vision is no wider than po- 
dunk, wo will think poduukiully. 

You editors and writers are in posi- 
tions of leadership in this great swell- 
ing movement for larger co-opera- 
tion or internationalism.

Hon. J. Weston Allen, appearing as 
attorney for Etta M. Quinlan, caused 

small riot at the meeting of the 
Newton aldermen on Wednesday 
night. It was not the aldermen who 
became noisy, but a number of ladies 
from the vicinty of Floral street. 
Their equanimity was disturbed when 
Mr. Allen made the assertion that in 
recent years no houses had been built 
on Floral street costing more than 
$5000. No sooner had the former at- 
torney general uttered this remark, 
than a chorus of female voices re- 
sponded with cries of indignation. 
President Pratt of the Board of Alder- 
men was so amazed at the outbreak 
that for a moment he stood non- 
plussed. Then he brought his gavel 
down with a hang, and the ladies sub- 
sided. 

The cause of all the rumpus is a 
petition from Etta M. Quinlan to 
change from General Residence Zone 
to Business Zone land in the district 
bounded by Floral. Boylston and Cen- 
tre streets. Mr. Allen made it evi- 
dent that it is Mr. Quinlan, and not 
Mrs. Quinlan, who really wants the 
change. He told the aldermen that 
his client. Mr. Quinlan, in 1917 ob- 
tained a permit for a gasoline filling 
station at the corner of Floral and 
Boylston streets, hut because of the 
war, the station was not built. Dur- 
ing all the intervening years, however, 
Mr. Quinlan has had the hope of some 
day establishing an automotive ser- 
vice building on this locus. According 
to Mr. Allen, the neighborhood in and 
around Floral street is not very de- 
sirable for residences; it is really bet- 
ter adapted for business. The prox- 
imity of the railroad and the fact that 
not far off are other business districts, 
were given by Mr. Allen as reasons 
why Floral street should be placed in 
a business zone. Mr. Allen stated that 
he is the oldest male resident of New- 
ton Highlands. As Mr. Allen is but 
54 years of age. he must have made 
an unintentional error. He perhaps 
is ihe oldest “native born” resident of 
Newton Highlands. 

Patrick T. Hurley of Floral street 
strongly objected to the change of 
zoning asked for by Mr. Allen. He 
stated he has lived for 30 years on 
the street, that it is much too narrow 
for business purposes, and that there 
are plenty of tilling stations, stores 
and g argues in Newton Highlands, in- 
cluding those for which permits were 
granted Wednesday night. 

Walter Shea of Floral street told the 
aldermen that he moved to Floral 
street because it had been placed in a 
residence zone and he felt confident it 
would remain in such a zone. He re- 
marked that while rich persons do not 
reside on the street, the residences 
are not unattractive and the grounds 
are neatly kept. Answering Mr. Al- 
len’s assertion "That no house on 
Floral street, built in lute years, has 
cost over $5000.” Mr. Shea remarked, 
“that while his house may tie a 
‘dump.’ it is a ’good looking dump.’” 

Laura W. Lane, representing her 
sister, Ella Lane, told how their 
father had given the land where Flor- 
al street stands and that, her sister 
had assured purchasers of tin- land in 
recent years that it would he restrict- 
led to residences. The aldermen, three 
years ago, bad refused her sister the 
right to develop the property for busi- 
ness purposes and she bad subsequent- 
ly sold much of it as a much reduced 
I price for residences. She observed 
that the petitioner knew when he 
bought the property under discussion, 
I that it was in the residential zone.
